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Canterbury. The West Gate. The very stones and 
streets of this ancient city cry out to us and bear witness of 
the storied past. The massive gateway in our view is the 
most ancient gate now left and must in its time have seen a 
picturesque variety of pilgrims, high and low, on horseback 
and afoot, streaming under its archway when Canterbury 
was one of the most famous shrines in the world. 
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
